1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
teach the claimed motor filter assembly including, inter alia (with reference to Fig.l), a filter first 
conductive structure 136 comprising a filter first external electrode ("external" in the sense that 
the portion of conductor 136 protrudes from the ground layers 134 in Fig.l) and a filter first 
internal ("internal" in the sense that the portion of conductor 136 is buried inside the ground 
layers 134 in Fig.l) structure, a filter second conductive structure 138 comprising a filter second 
external electrode and a filter second internal conductive structure, and a filter shield (layers 134) 
with a filter shield external electrode conductively connected to a conductive portion of the 
motor housing.
